Henry A. Wallace .sharps with mo.'it nf the 
"common men" of this war-torn and war- 
wcar.v world a do.slre tor pcarc. But ht.-, ap- 
parent desire for peaceful siirri'iider nt any 
price l3 not shared by many frecclom-lnvlnR 
people. IncludlnK. wc ImnRlne, a ni.-ijorlty 
of his fellow Americans, 

It Is Mr. Wailace'.-i tlieory LhiU thr tilftor- 
cnccs between the United States and the 
Soviet union are made In Amerlm by war- 
hungry politicians and mllltarl.sLs and inoney- 
flnnnciers. It his theory lhat Iha-c dif- 
ferences arise from ji eonflJcl between jsys- 
terns of thoiiRht whlcli can be dL-isolved by 
sweet reason. If elected President, ho pro- 
mises to take sweet reason Into a conference 
With Premier Stnlln nnd tjulckly erase all 
throat of war. 

Thl-s^ would be a .splendid prescription, niul 
If It did not collide .so violently with fuel It 
could probably get him elected almost unani- 
mously. But Mr. Wallace so consl.stently 
overlooks the conflict between the (nets and 
his preconceived theories that the whole 
case for his candidacy .seems to vanl.sli like 
snowflakc.-; that melt when they first touch 
solid ground. 

Mr. Wallace dbphiyrd thl.i optlmlsUr but 
uncertain manner of thlnklnR again In his 
half-hearted brush-oft of communist •■lupport. 
His declaration wa,s evidently an answer to 
Rex Tugwcll. one of his chief supporters, who 
had .-iald he would leave the Wallace party If 
communist,'! were allowed to run It. 

The third-party candidate did not repudi- 
ate communist support. He said he "did not 
want" thb support of any group that belleve.i 
In the violent overthrow of our government 
or that "puts their allegiance to some foreign 
capital flrat — whether It Is Moscow or any 
other pincc." But he mndc It clear that he did 
not think there were many communist,^ 
Rmong his followers who were guilty on cither 
count. 

Mr. Wallace has often confessed ignorance 
of communist doctrine and voRue knowledge 
of communist policy. He ha.s also. In the ca.ic 
of the Czechoslovaklan coup, made It olea 
that he suspect.'! the U. 3. pre.w of antr-red 
fabrications. 
But his declaration contained some positive 
. and amazing statements. "There Is as much 
variation In the beliefs of communl.sts a.s It 
the beliefs of Democrots and Republicans," 
he said. (Remember Earl Browder, Mr. Wal- 
lace?) "I doubt If any MarxLiLs today are as 
violent as Lincoln and Jefferson were In 
their day." 

Through all this vaguene.s.i It appears thiit 
Mr. Wallace Is concerned only with the 
field of thought and blind to any accompany- 
ing act. Perhaps, to many, the democratic 
principles of Jefferson and Lincoln's anti- 
slavery stand seemed as radical as M;i 
philosophy did to a later generation. But can 
Mr. Wallace forget that there waa no secret 
police under Jefferson or that the Lincoln ad- 
ministration conducted no purge trials and 
set up no one-party system,";? 

Mr. Wallace says that both the commun 
istic and the capitalistic "systems of thought' 
havo "very powerfully gripped the Imaglna 
tlons of a great many people." He grants that 
there la a conflict between them. But he dis- 
misses any pawlble armed clash that might 
result as a "religious war," and says lie is try- 
ing to prevent It because he doesn't like re- 
ligious wans. 

Being a man of peace. Mr. Wallace probably 
would have dlsUked the conflict of Ideas 
tliat led to the "religious war" for American 
Independence. But unless the sacred writ- 
ings of Marx have boon secretly dLicarded, 
the communist goal .still world revolution— 
and with it no freedom of thought or speech, 
no freedom from want or from fear 

The evidence of that Is found In the Soviet- 
dominated countries of the world today And 
it Is that evidence which Mr. Wallace stead- 
fastly refuses to .see or to believe
